My  recent 
works  are  full  of  this  nightmare. Eowever,not  to  tell  you  what  you  know  not  less  than  myself 
is  the  reason  of  this  letter. I  think  day  and  night  about  possibilities  of  helping  to  avoid  the 
catastrophe. Thus  allow  me  to  center  on  practical  prospects. Unfortunately  my  own  hands  are  fette 
ed. If  I  would  publish  anything  not  exactly  in  line  with  the  official  blueprints  I  would  be  ex- 
pelled immediately, for  I  am  an  alien.Of  course,I  don't  say  that  I  should  not  do  something  so 
highly  ethical  because  it  endangers  myself.  It  would  only  not  lead  to  anything  since  at  the 
first  attempt  to  be  unccaafortablè  I  should  be  removed.  But  I  feel  I  should  let  you  know  my  idea. 

I  propose  to  establish  an  Anticomraunist  World  Peace  League.  Peace  organizations  and  the 
members  are  suspected  to  be  connected  with  Comraunism,or  they  are. Therefore  they  are  small  and 
hopeless  minori ties. At  the  time  of  the  biggest  deeds  they  discuss. 

To  avoid  any  uncleamess  let  me  define  myself  :  I  am  neither  a  communist  nor  an  anticommun 

iet.I  am  happy  to  have  been  arrived  at  a  purely  human  viewpoint.You  see  my  faith  in  my  paint- 

ings(in  which  the  biblical  motive  is  also  a  medium  of  human  experiences) end  if  we  shall  remain 

motivate 

alive  I  shall  probably  fonmilate  and  àsÊàsxM  my  belief  theoretically  too. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  suggested  AWPL  could  soon  become  a  big  organization  with  a 
distinguished  leadership  end  strong  influence.  Beligious  leaders  should  have  the  ^^^^^ 


initiative.  The  program  should  be  based  on  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
Divinity  of  Life  and  of  outlawing  war  as  a  means  of  settling  international 
problems.  If  this  would  be  prepared       some  highly  developped  brains  cooperating  with 
gifted  organizers  it  would  certainly  be  accepted  by  very  many  people  who  love 
their  country, their  families, their  spiritual  and  material  property.

Wir  bedauern,   Ihnen  mitteilen  zu  müsben,  daß  wir  uns  zu  einer 
Veröffentlichung  Ihrer  Arbeit,   die  wir  sorgfältig  geprüft 
haben,  nicht  entschließen  können,  und  zwar  hauptsächlich  aus 
folgenden  Gründen: 

Seinem  Umfang  nach  ist  u.  E.  das  Manuskript  besser  für  einen 
längeren  Aufsatz  in  einer  Zeitschrift  geeignet  und  würde  in 
einer  angesehenen  Zeitschrift  viel  eher  und  viel  größere  Be- 
achtung finden,  als  wenn  es  als  sehr  dünne  Broschüre  auf  den 
Markt  käme  und  über  den  Buchhandel  abgesetzt  werden  müßte, 

Davon  abgesehen,   daß  die  Arbeit  selbst  für  eine  Broschüre 
nicht  umfangreich  genug  ist,  überzeugt  der  Inhalt  uns  auch 
nicht.  Wenn  Sie  uns  diese  Offenheit  gestatten,   sehr  geehrter 
Herr  Professor  Schneid,  wir  glauben,   daß  Ihre  Gedanken  auch 
bei  der  überwiegenden  Mehrzahl  der  Bevölkerung  in  Peutscnland 
wenig  Verständnis  finden  werden. 

Bitte  gestatten  Sie  mir  als  verantwortliche  Lektorin  für  die 
politische  Literatur  im  Verlag  Kiepenheuer  &  Witsch  noch  eine 
persönliche  Bemerkung:   Ich  selbst  gehöre  einer  Vereinigung  der 
Wehrdienstverweigerer  in  der  BundesrepubliK  an.   Ich  hoffe,  diese] 
Tatsache  genügt  Ihnen/'zu  beweisen,  daß  ich  pazifistischen  Ge- 
dankengängen mit  sehr  'viel  mehr  Sympathie  und  Verständnisbe- 
reitscnaft  gegenüberstehe  als  eine  Reihe  von  anderen  Menschen. 
Aber  selbst  ich  bin  nicht  in  der  Lage,  mir  Ihre  Gedankengänge 
und  Vorschläge  zu  eigen  zu  machen,   zumal  sie  zu  viel  Behauptun- 
gen enthalten,   die  keineswegs  bewiesen  Vierden  können.  Pafür 
möchte  ich  einige  Beispiele  anführen: 

Am  Ende  des  ersten  Absatzes  auf  Seite  7  schreiben  Sie:  "Poch 
ist  es  deutlich  genug,   daß  das  nicht  das  letzte  Wort  ist  u»d 
daß  die  Russen  wohl  dazu  zu  bringen  wären,   der  Einbeziehung 
Ostberlins  in  diese  Freie  Stadt  zuzustimmen." 

Piesen  Optimismus  verstehe  ich  ganz  und  gar  nicht,  und  man 
kann  mit  ebenso  guten  Grünaen  das  Gegenteil  behaupten. 
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Nur  in  völliger  Verkennung  der  politischen  Auffassungen  und  der 
Stimmung  der  V/estberliner  Bevölkerung  kann  man  behaupten:  "Aber 
die  Tanlcs  in  ihren  Straßen  bedeuten  ihnen  wohl  ebensowenig  Frieden 
wie  die  unablässige  militärische  Besetzung  ihrer  Stadt  durch  vier 
fremde  Mächte  die  Freiheit  ist." 

Fast  jeder  Westberliner  würde  Ihnen  sagen,   daß  die  amerikanischen 
Tanks  in  den  Straßen  Westberlins  sowohl  Frieden  als  auch  Freiheit 
garantieren,  und  durch  ihren  Abzug  würden  sehr  viel  Berliner  Frie- 
den und  Freiheit  ernsthaft  bedroht  sehen.  Andererseits  sind  sowje- 
tische Panzer  in  den  Straßen  Ostberlins  für  die  dortige  Bevölkerung 
Schrecken  erregende  Symbole  der  Unterdrückung  und  der  Unfreiheit; 
und  sie  sind  mehr  als  Symbole,  denn  schließlich  sind  es  diese  Pan- 
zer|,  die  den  Aufstand  der  mitteldeutschen  Arbeiter  gegen  das  Terror- 
Regime  Walter  Ulbrichts  unterdrückt  haben. 

Zu  unser  aller  Unglück  beweisen  die  Erfahrungen,  daß  eine  "reali- 
stische und  stolze,  zugleich  aber  auch  versöhnliche  Haltung  ohne 
Aggression  und  ohne  Drohung"  nicht  überall  gewürdigt  wtrd0/i  -  wie 
die  Wiederaufnahme  der  nuklearen  Testversuche  durch  die  Sowjetunion 
nur  u.a.  bewiesen  hat)«*.        Es  wäre  nicht  so  fürchterlich,  wie  es  in 
Wirklichkeit  ist,  wenn  die  Russen  wirklich  "endlich  Frieden  schlies- 
sen  und  ihr  Okkupationsgebiet  mit  samt  Ostberlin  den  Ostdeutschen 
überlassen  wollten". 

Wenn  Sie  mit  "den  Ostdeutschen"  die  ostdeutsche  Bevölkerung  meinen, 
so  hat  diese  schon  seit  über  10  Jahren  kein  Selbstbestimmungsrecht, 
sondern  wird  von  SED-Führern  beherrscht  -  und  wird  v«n  SED-Führern 
nach  dem  Abschluß  eines  separaten  Friedensvertrages  beherrscht  wer- 
den -,  die  ausschließlich  sowjetische  Interessen  in  Deutschland 
vertreten;  und  die  würden  für  Ihren  Petitionsvorschlag,  den  Sie  auf 
Seite  18  unterbreiten,  genauso  wie  ihre  Genossen  in  anderen  volks- 
demokratischen Ländern  nur  ein  Lächeln  übrig  haben. 

Glauben  Sie  ernsthaft,  daß  es  mit  "vernünf tiefen,  würdevollen, 
freundlichen  Anträgen"  wirklich  möglich  sei,  den  "grimmigen  chine- 
sischen ivommunismus"  ein  wenig  freundlicher  zu  stimmen?  Auf  diesem 
Gebiet,  d.h.   im  Umgang  mit  totalitären  Staaten^haben  wir  ja  einige 
Erfahrungen.  Mr.  Chamberlain  und  andere  Politiker  hatten  sich  vor 
Beginn  des  Zweiten  Weltkrieges  ja  nun  wirklich  ernsthaft  darum  be- 
müht, durch  "freundliche  Anträge"   ein  anderes  totalitäres  System, 
nämlich  den  deutschen  Faschismus,   ein  wenig  freundlicher  zu  stimmen. 
Leider  ist  Herr  Hitler  durch  diese  Politik  nur  noch  zu  weiteren 
Aggressionsakten  und  zur  Auslösung  des  Zweiten  Weltkrieges  ermutigt 
worden.   Ich  weiß  sehr  genau,  daß  die  Situationen  nicht  einfach  zu 
vergleichen  sind,  weil  wir  heute  im  Zeitalter  der  Atombomben  leben, 
aber  ich  glaube  nicht,  daß  der  Friede  allein  durch  Zugeständnisse 
gewährt  werden  kann,  und  ich  bewundere  deshalb  die  Politik  des 
amerikanischen  Präsidenten  Kennedy. 

Als  Deutsche  hat  mich  Ihr  Satz  "wenn  wir  unseren  gesunden  Menschen- 
verstand nicht  verlieren,  wird  jeder  bleiben,  was  er  ist  und  was 
ihm  gehört,  wird  ihm  nicht  genommen  werden  können"  tief  getroffen. 

Ich  habe  eine  Reihe  sehr  guter  Freunde  in  Ostdeutschland,   denen  das, 
was  ihnen  gehört,  nämlich  z.B.   ihre  kleinen  Bauernwirtschaften,  sehr 
wohl  genommen  werden  konnte,  und  die  als  aufrechte  und  enrliche 
Menschen  leider  in  diesem  System  nicht  bleiben  können,  was  sie  ei- 
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p;entlich  sind,  weil  sie  ihre  eigene  Überzeugung  nicht  aussprechen 
können  und  zur  politischen  Heuchelei  und  Lüge  gezwungen  sind  und 
selbst  ihre  Kinder  in  der  öchule  zu  dieser  Heucnelei  noch  anhal- 
ten müssen,  um  ihre  Freiheit  und  ihren  Arbeitsplatz  nicht  zu  ver- 
lieren. 

Wenn  Sie  schreiben  "Jeder  sollte  zumindest  Manns  genug  sein,  un- _ 
zweideutig  zu  erklären,  ob  er  für  Krieg  oder  Frieden  ist", so  wird 
alle  Welt  bereit  sein  zu  erklären,  i«eir  sei  für  Frieden.  Viel  ent- 
scheidender ist  docn  die  Frage,  wie  und  mit  welchen  Mitteln  der 
Friede  erhalten  werden  kann. 

Meine  persönliche  Meinung  ist,  daß  wirkungsvolle  Vorschläge  für 
die  Erhaltun-'  des  Friedens  nicht  allein  von  unserem  WunschdenKen 
und  nicht  allein  durch  Kompromißvorschläge  gegenüber  totalitären 
Staaten  bestimmt  sein  dürfen,  sondern  ausgehen  müssen  von  einer 
sehr  realistischen  Analyse  der  gegenwärtigen  Situation,  die  kaum 
auf  29  Schreibmascninenseiten  unterzubringen  |s4^. 

Ich  weiß,   sehr  geehrter  Herr  Professor  Schneid,  daß  Sie  nach  die- 
sen Zeilen  vielleicht  den  Eindruck  gewinnen  könnten,  wir  seien 
grundsätzlich  anderer  Meinung.  Weder  ich  noch  die  überwiegende 
Mehrzahl  der  Bevölkerung  in  Deutschland  gehören  zu  jenen  AntiKom- 
munisten, die  glauben,   durch  einen  ^^rieg  den  Kommunismus  aus  der 
Welt  schaffen  zu  können.  Auch  wir  wissen,  daß  ein  Dritter  Welt- 
krieg das  Ende  der  Menschheit  bedeuten  würde.  Auch  ich  habe  zu- 
sammen mit  meinen  Freunden  gegen  die  atomare  Bewaffnung  prote- 
stiert, aber  wir  Deutschen  wären  sehr  dankbar,  wenn  unsere  Freun- 
de sich  mit  uns  darum  bemühen  würden,   zugleicn  mit  dem  Frieden 
auch  die  Freiheit  und  die  menscnliche  Vrürde  zu  bewahren.

Ä  WORLD  HE  LOST 

Lebduska,  Who  Traded  His 
Paintings  for  Beer,  to  Have 
Own  Show  Next  Month 


By  EDITH  EVANS  ASBURY  | 

A  painter  wnose  brilliant  i 
career  skidded  to  the  point 
where  he  traded  canvasses  tor; 
beer  and  cigarettes  will  try  to, 
make  a  comeback  next  month.] 
The  painter  is  Lawrence  Leb- 
duska, a  66-year-old  "primi- , 
tive"  whose  works  have  been 
bought  by  the  Museum  of  Mod- 
ern Art,  the  Whitney  Museum 
and  others.  He  will  have  a  one- 
man  show  at  the  Krasner 
Gallery,  1061  Madison  Avenue, 
on  Dec.  5. 

Eighteen  canvasses  will  oe 
shown.  A  dozen  more  ^^e^conri- 1 
pleted,  and  the  frail,  hopeful 
artist  is  industriou.sly  and 
soberly  painting  new  ones  in  a 
blaze  of  determination  to  re- 
vive his  career. 

Mr  Lebduska  was  at  a  peaK 
iof  poDularity  in  the  late  .Nme- 
'  teen  Thirties.  His  canvases  were 
bought— by  the  score— by  qU 
Ponts,  Rockefellers.  W.  Averell 
Harriman,  Barbara  Hutton,  Hel- 
ena Paibinstein,  Mrs.  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  and  a  host  of  other 
well  known  persons. 

The  downfall  came  about 
twenty  years  ago.  Mr.  Lebduska 
disappeared  into  a  dusty,  top- 
floor  room  on  Barrow  Street  in 
Greenwich  Village.  Occasionally, 
he  emerged  to  travel  uptown  to 
dealers  who  had  once  had  com- 
peted for  his  work.  Some  of  the 
dealers  gave  him  a  few  dollars 
for  a  canvas  —  provided  the 
shabby,  trembling  artist  prom 
ised  to  go  away. 

He  did  go  away.  To  the  near 
est  bar. 

Many  of  these  paintings  were 
sold  and  resold  at  a  handsome 
profit.  Lebduskas  never  lost 
their  allure  for  collectors  who 
had  acquired  a  taste  for  them 
Unknown  to  the  collectors, 
some  of  the  paintings  has 
started  the  route  uptown  by 
passing  from  Mr.  Lebduska-- 
too  weak  from  illness  or  drink 
to  leave  his  room— into  the 
hands  of  a  crony  or  neighbor 
who  gave  him  groceries  or  beer, 
or  provided  some  other  service. 
1  A  typical  entry  in  a  ledger 
kept  by  Mr.  Lebduska  reads: 

''August  1958,  'Five  Horses, 
Value  $150,  Rec'd  $6.00,  three 
beers,  one  carton  of  cigarettes. 

Horses  are  the  artist's  favor- 
ite subject.  He  paints  them  and 
other  animals-real  and  fanci- 
ful—leaping  against  brilliantly 
hued  landscapes.  His  composi- 
tions, in  the  words  of  Miss 
Emily  A.  Francis,  director  of 
Contemporary  Arts  Gallery,  are

Dear  Otto: 

I  just  received  your  reminder  about  a  storage  place  for  your 
paintings  and  I  do  iwant  to  explain  what  happened.     When  I  or- 
iginally wrote  to  you  I  had  two  places  in  mind  at  our  building. 
One  was  the  basement  and  the  other  was  an  office  room  that  was 
empty.     The  basement  does  have  space  but  our  engineer  offers 
the  opinion  that  the  paintings  may  be  affected  by  the  heat  and 
he  recommended  not  storing  them  there.     I  then  turned  my  sights 
to  the  office  room  and  negotiations  were  proceèding  very  favor- 
able when  unexpectedly  an  offer  was  received  by  the  Jewish  Agency 
from  a  Jewish  organization  and  the  room  was  immediately  rented. 

The  problem  is  made  more  difficult  by  my  search  for  a  room  that 
would  not  be  uSed  for  any  other  purpose  so  that  we  would  not  have 
people  coming  in  and  out.     There  is  now  one  room  used  as  a  storage 
room  which  is  fairly  filled  and  there  is  room  for  a  limited  number 
of  paintings.     This  place  is  locked^ however  other  staff  do  have 
access  to  it.     On  ray  own  floor  there  is  a  room  partially  occupied 
but  it  can  not  be  locked.     I  have,  therefore,  no  clear  cut  answer 
for  you.     If  you  will  be  in  New  York  then  I  will  be  happy  to  show 
you  the^e  places  and  you  can  make  a  decision  as  to  whether  you  want 
to  use  them. 

I  have  tried  other  buildings  but  without  success  as  space  in  Man- 
hattan is  at  a  premium,  however,   I  still  have  not  given  up  hope 
and  every  opportunity  I  have  I  inquire  as  to  available  space.
